HILE we are at war with three great maritime powers, 

and with four, if we take-in America; and while we 

have not one ally to aflift us, every method that can be thought 
of to increafe our navy fhould be followed, that we may conti- 
nue to ride triumphant on the ocean. I do not hear that we are 
in fcarcity of fhips; but there feems to be a difficulty to get 
proper, hands ty man them. The way at prefent, by prefling, 
and thereby rébbingour merchant fhips, is a moft difagreeable 
and inhumane method, mult greatly hurt our trade, and can be 
“excufed only by prefent veceffity : But if a'method could be 
fallen upon that would fusnith failors, and, while the public was 
benefited,.would greatly ferve private families,.it thould, doubt- 
lefs, be embraced with pleafure. J was glad to fee the town 
of Bdiabirgh advertifing’ a premium for failors, and 1 with it 
were followed by other towns in Scotland: fare Lam, it would 
“be fing the public funds better, than by Spending large fams 
of money every year.in eating and drinking, which is the prac- 
-ticethat, prevails too much in fome of the towns J am acquaint- 
ed with. I rerheniber, in the laft war, there was a Marine So- 
*ciety in London that éducated boys for the tf and got ma- 
ny from Scotland: they were picked. off the ftreets in great 
towns, or got from their poor parents in the country. If fuch 
a{chethé as this, wpon a more enlarged fcale, was followed, I 
‘am convinced it might produce many young men that, in time, 
‘would fupply the navy with failors, ‘and, at the fame time, do 
“oreat fervice to the nation, by employing.a vaft, number of idle 
boys, thiatcither. want their parents, or have fuch as are unable 
ro educate them, “of -fit them out for the fea, and fo remain a 
burden on the public. If proper perfons were employed through 
England, Scotland, and ireland, 10 pick up fach boys, T am 
very certain they would meet with great fuccefs. In large towns 
the. Magitftrates could raife numbers, and perhaps a number from 
their poor’s-houfes: the Jultices of Peace, and other public-
